With the end of the Fox Hunt and everyone waxing nostalgic for another QRP 
activity I would like to suggest that you take a stab at QRP sporadic E on 
10M. The "summer season" is just around the corner. It usually begins in 
May and continues through the middle of August. In the past when the band 
was open with sporadic E I have gotten on the 10M QRP frequency of 28.060 
and called and called and called with little response. This was with the 
phone portion wall to wall with signals to above 28.5. Listen on 28.06 when 
Es is in. 


I suggest that the list try to work 10 M sporadic E with the same fervor 
that we pursue the fox and 30 M propagation. Being an avid 6 meter op I 
would suggest that 10 M meter ops do what VHF ops do-exchange grid squares. 
This can also be an educational exercise in learning how sporadic E works. 


Get a grid square map. ARRL sells an 11 x 17 one for a dollar. They have a 
smaller version in the Handbook and Operating Manual. Make several copies 
of this map. Look at the map and learn where your grid square is. When 10 
is open with sporadic E and you are making contacts, plot the grid square 
where your contact is located. Draw a line between his QTH and yours. Mark 
the center point. This is roughly the location of the ionized cloud causing 
the skip. If you do this for a number of contacts you will note the motion 
of the ionized layer over time, as well as the formation of new ionization 
patches and the dissipation of old ionized patches. By noting the times you 
can get a crude idea of the velocity that the clouds move at. You can also 
identify the birthplace of the ionization patches. When the skip gets very 
short check 6M. When the E skip has passed take your map down to the TV and 
turn on the weather channel. See if you can correlate the cloud formation 
with weather features such as thunderstorms or unstable jet stream 
activity. Look for double skip. 


Ten meter sporadic E should be very productive for QRP activity. Witness 
the mess generated by 5 watt rigs just below 10M when Es is in. There must 
be lots of Radio Shack and Uniden 25 watt rigs around that can be turned 
down to 5 watts or less.

This posting is similar to that I recently made to the GQRP-L but the 
problem experienced in the PA has now been solved (see below). 


Last week I received a PCB manufactured by Far Circuits Inc. This 
company certainly does a beautiful job and mounting the components took 
only a few hours. Other than enlarging a few holes to accommodate the 
Toko coils, MuRata filter and trimmer capacitor, everything fell into 
place as intended. After reducing the padder capacitor C-10 to 12pF to 
permit adjusting the LFO to 453KHz and setting the VFO inductor L-3 to 
the centre of the band, the receiver section worked first time. 


Turning to the transmitter. After setting the idling current on the 
final, adjusting the RF bandpass filter and checking the RF input from 
the driver, I was still unable to get more than 1W out. REVERSING (i.e. 
crossing over) THE OUTPUT WINDING ON THE BROADBAND RF TRANSFORMER T-3 
IMMEDIATELY SOLVED THE PROBLEM. 


I had always assumed that a conventional single-ended broadband 
transformer was not sensitive to the polarization of the windings. I 
have no doubt that the "scientific gentlemen" among you will soon be 
setting me straight!

Regarding the differences Jeff noted between the performance of a 
MFJ 9020 (20M CW QRP rig) and the 9420 (20M SSM Travel Radio). I 
have played with both, lab tested both, and QSO'd with both. 


The MFJ 9020 is a very good, built-like-a-tank QRP rig. Full 5W 
and a very good receiver when properly aligned. Newer MFJ's have 
the good silver mica caps in the VFO for very low drift. They also 
now include an FET amp between the crystal filter and MC1350 input, 
which not only provides 8dB of gain (which you don't need), but a 
better impedance match which lowers the noise level. The simple 

Cw filter ($29 or so) from MFJ does a very good job knocking down 
the audio passband to about 600 Hz. 


The MFJ 9420 SSB travel radio is neat for SSB but falls short for 
CW, in my opinion. The main reason is the crystal lattice filter 
is used for BOTH the receive IF filter and the SSB generation 
during transmit. Therefore, it is designed for a 3.5 KHz pass 

band (to process the SSB audio on transmit), leaving an awfully 
wide passband during receive. For SSB, you want a fairly wide 
passband for good sounding audio; for CW, it's 3-4 wider than what 
is acceptable. Furthermore, the unit I tested, the crystal filters 
rang out about 6 KHz at the 3dB points. LSB rejection was tight, 
but VERY wide. 6 KHz IF passband on CW is like half the band! 


Adding an external audio filter (or DSP) like Jeff is probably the 
only way to effect a decent CW passband without doing some very 
serious butchering of the circuit. 


Now if MFJ would just make a 9020 CW rig with that S-meter on it!

Took a look at my FT301 and TenTec 509 last night with the borrowed service 
monitor. Both rigs have a receive sensitivity of better than 0.1 uV even on 
ten meters. (In all fairness, I should point out that the FET RF amp in the 
'301 has been replaced with a hotter low-noise device.) 


All spurs and harmonics from the 509 are at least 40dB down -- most more 
than 50 dB -- until I drop the output down to less than one Watt, then there 
are a few in the -30 to -40 dB range (still meets FCC specs). Max output 
power level is 7 to 10W on all bands according to the service monitor. (Rig 
has been modified to improve final amp biasing as per my article in the 
January '96 QRP Quarterly.) 


Spurs and harmonics from the FT301 are well below the -40dB level at output 
power levels from 5W to 120W (can only get about 60W out on 10M), except for 
the third harmonics from 160M and 80M -- these are only down about 36dB at 


power levels above 10W. I might take a look at the 80 and 160 filters, but 
probably won't bother since they are hard to get to. 


Boy -- these two old rigs make my QRP+ look a little sick performance 
wise... :-)

I would recommend trying 28.885 MHz to monitor for Sporadic-E openings. This 
is the frequency that the six-meter operators use for HF coordination. If the 
band opens up, they may start popping up there. 


As someone else mentioned, the best way to look for Es openings is to get on 
there and make some noise. When I was very active on Six several years ago, 
myself and other local six-meter ops would get on the calling frequency most 
evenings and chat. It was surprising how often the band would pop open and 
someone would call us from elsewhere. There were those that insisted we should 
rag chew somewhere else besides the calling frequency, but our contention was 
that if everyone was sitting there just listening but not transmitting, we'd 
never know when the band opened up.

I am still a firm believer in the exchange process, but alas 

we are in the electronic age where little pieces of paper 
called a QSL card don't mean much to some people. Economically 
it has become expensive and prohibitively so for some people.

Go for the CP 
certificates. Collect ‘em all. In fact did you know that 
the ARRL does not keep records? I have a drawer (well almost) 
full of certificates that I sent in copy and got a new one 
back. They're free. :-) Just a little time at the 

receiver and a SASE will get you each one. 


One thing that I see people on this group push is to put down 
the pencil/pen/turkey-feather or whatever and copy in the 

head. It will come as a shock to a lot of people on this 

group but I still write down every word. It keeps my mind 

from wandering MOST of the time. I can do two things at 

once but I usually don't. Later on you wanna go to a typewriter 
but don't do that until you can do 35-40wpm handwritten. 

You'll get writer's cramps - been there done that. You'll 

learn to write better and not dot the i's and not cross the t's. 
I keep a spiral notebook at the desk for recording QSOs until
